Cincinnati, Oct. 21^-This city

day there was a sensation when a proc 
lamation demanding a straight elec- 
tion was published broadcast.

the signatures of a'dozen leading citi- 
zens, mostly Republicans.

name on the list was Archbishop Moel- 
ler. The proclamation was the ^direct 


result of evidence already published 


of the desperate effort to pad the reg- 
istration lists. Seventy- three negroes 
were shown to have registered from 
two small rooms.. One gang of 60 ne- 
groes was brought here from one tile 
works in Nicholsonville, Ky. These 
are bul instances in the prodigious 
raid upon suffrage.

One of 
the lads told the police that the detec- 
tive *ho locked the Dobek lad up in 
the car was named Carson, and that he 
came to the boy's home and threaten- 
ed him with the penitentiary if he told 
what he knew to the officers. Exam- 
ination of the dead boy's body showed 
that he died through exhaustion from 
ius crazed attempts to make his way 
out of the car.

ON GREAT LAKES. 


Shores Strewn With Wreckage an 


Docks Damaged by Severest Storm 


in Many Years. 


Chicago, Oct. 21—Conditions along 


the lake began to grow normal today 
A number of vessels that had fough 
the hurricane made poet at the Chi 
cago" harbor and reported some dam 
age, but no further loss of life. Th 
big steel steamer Binghampton plying 
between Buffalo and Chicago arrivet 
and her captain, declared the storm 
through which he had passed was one 
of the worst he had ever experienced 
The schooner Lake Forest, clearing 
from Pine River, Ont, came with hei 
bowsprit gone. 


The Cora A, the largest schooner on 


the great lakes, got in after a hard 
fight and with little damage'. So did 
the steamers Manistee and Frankfort 
Cross lake traffic was resumed today 


Buffalo, Oct. 21—Thirty hours late 


the 'big Detroit and Buffalo line, West 
era States, came limping into'porb at 
noon, today with twenty odd passen 
;ers aboard. There was no breakdown 
just 'bad weather and Inability to make 
larbor in the face of the fearful seas 
To the passengers it was a trip of ter- 
ror and the crew admits it was the 
roughest trip ever made. The wooden 
steamer of Siberia went down this 
morning off Long Point but the crew 
was say,ed. 


Chicago, Oct. Z\.—One of the sever- 


est in recent years was" the gale that 
swept over Lake Hnron. Lake Erie 
and northern Lake Michigan, and as 
far as returns are obtainable 10 ves- 
sels have been completely wrecked 
and 12 to 15 others more or less seri- 
ously damaged. Twelve lives 
are 


known to have been lost, and as the 
gals on southern Lake Huron and 
Lake Erie is still blowing, it is feared 
that other Tosses both of life and 
property will be>l reported within the 
next 24 hours. 


The schooner MSnnedosa foundered

in Lake Huron, and carried clown the 
entire crew of eight men. She was 
coming down from Fort William. Can-

which was also towing the barge llel- 
rose. The tow lines broke during the 
storm and the Melrose and West- 
mount were separated from the-Min- 
nedosa. They managed to make a 
harbor at Harbor beach, and reported 
.hat they had seen the Minnedosa go 
down. . She was in command of Cap- 
tain Phillips, who had his wife aboard.

The gale created such a sea as has., 


not been experienced by sailors on the 
akes in the last 15 years. Many of 
he large steel barges which make 
nothing of the usual heavy seas prev- 
alent at this time of the year were 
:ompelled to seek shelter in the near- 
'st ports. As an evidence of the se- 
•erity of the wind, it is said that the 
torm lowered the water on Lime 
Ciln's crossing, at the mouth of the 
Detroit river, by over two feet, and 
xnnpletely stopped ail navigation.

;he leading spirit in many social func- 
tions which in the end proved the rock 
on which he and Alexander split and 
caused the insurance snarl. One of the 
unctions was a fancy dress ball given 
by Hyde at Sherry's at which all soci- 
ety people attended in costume. The 
:ost of the ball ran into the thousands 
and Alexander told Hyde his expen- 
ive 'ball had caused much perturba- 
ion among the policy holders and was 
hurting the society's business. Charg- 
es and incriminations flew thick and 
ast and a snarl resulted which finally 
esulted in the legislative inquiry.
